CITY READY FOR YULETIDE 
West Frankfort Mine Disaster Toll Now 119 


Last Survivor 
Yanked From 
Certain Death 


Five More Bodies 
Remain in Shaft; 
Worst in 23 Years 


WEST FRANKFORT— 


(AP)—One miner was jerked 
back from death today after 
the nation's worst mine trag- 
edy in 23 years claimed 119 
lives. 


Taken from the shaft 550 


feet below the surface was 
Cecil Sanders, 44, of Benton, 
. He was taken to the 


United Mine Workers hospi- 
tal in serious condition, 56 
hours after the disastrous 
blast. 


Shortly a f t e r ganders was 


brought to the surface, Mine Su- 
perintendent John R. Foster said: 


"There are five men down there 


—no more alive. We believe that 
is all. 


The recovery,of the last of the 


119 bodies on the day before 
Christmas added a poignant chap- 
ter to the desperate rescue efforts

Hope Flickers 


When Sanders was brought to 


the surface there were uncon- 
firmed reports that a few other 
miners had been found alive. 


This sent a faint flicker of hope 


through- the saddened crowd of 
relatives waiting at the mine's 
surface entrance. 


Later investigation led to Fos- 


ter's statement that no more of 
the entrapped miners- survived the 
terrific blast which killed men as 
far as two miles apart. 


All but five of the bodies have 


been recovered from the debrisr 
littered shafts. 
One miner died 


last night in a hospital of injuries

SEOUL, Korea—(AP)—Allied soldiers today prayed for peace 


but fought scattered skirmishes on the frosty Korean battle front 


There was plenty of Christmas spirit along the 145-mile front. 


United Nations troops had religious services, wrapped gifts for Korean 
orphans, gathered around trees decorated with home-made baubles 
and opened packages from home. 


Francis 
Cardinal 
Spellman, 


archbishop of New York, celebrat- 
ed his first wartime mass in" Ko- 
rea this morning with 600 soldiers. 
The white-haired cardinal, dressed 
in army winter clothing, was on 
a flying tour of front line units. 


Business as Usual 


But, for many a soldier, the day 


before Christmas meant "business 
as usual." With 
the mercury 


around the freezing level, U. N. 
forces repulsed a series of small 
Communist probing attacks early 
today. 


The heaviest action of the 24- 


hour period ending at midnight 
Sunday was a stiff two-hour fight 
between an Allied tank-infantry 
raiding party and Chinese Reds 
southwest of Chorwon in West- 
central Korea. 


The 
Allied armored column 


rumbled about 2,000 yards into 
Red territory, looking for targets. 
The Reds opened with a hail of 
•mall arm* Cr*. When they added 


mortar and artillery fire, the raid- 
ing party withdrew. 


Hunt Red Jets 


In the air. Allied pilots flew 269 


sorties by noon today—mostly in 
blistering 
attacks 
on Red rail 


lines and supply facilities. 


Jet fliers cut rail lines in nearly 


40 places on the important rail 
link between Sinanju and Pyong- 
yang. North Korean capital. 


F-86 Saber jets roamed up and 


down, MIG alley for half an hour 
thi»imorning, but failed to see 
any'*C the Russian-made jets. 


At Christmas time one year ago 


the Eighth army was retreating 
southward in the face of a fierce 
onslaught by hordes of Chinese 
who with dramatic suddenness had 
entered the Korean war just when 
the conflict seemed near an end.

Pope Urges World to Turn to 
Babe of Bethlehem for Peace 


VATICAN CITY— (AP)—Pope Pius XH urged the world today to 


look toward the Balie of Bethlehem rather than to force-of arms to 
achieve true peace, 


The world, the Pope said, more 


than ever is 'divided 'into two 
camps 
over which .hangs the 


threat of war nwifernized with 
weapons of "monstrous cruelty." 


Yet, 
he 
said, 
disarmament 


'which we always have desired" 
would be an "unstable guarantee 
of lasting peace if it is not ac- 
companied by abolition of wea- 
pons of hate and cupidity and f 
overwhelming lust for prestige." 


Addressed to All 


He addressed himself to the 


Catholic faithful of all continents 
and also to "these who are one 
with us in faith in God" Again, 
as he has in all past Christmas 
messages, he spoke of the need 
of social reform that would pro- 
vide for material needs of men 
as a basic measure for enduring 
peace. 


The church's mission, he said, 


is beyond that of a temporal in- 
stitution. 


Church Is Neutral 


Those who consider the church 


as a "kind of earthly power." he 
said, are easily induced to ask 
of her, as from others, "the re- 


nunciation of her neutrality." 


But, he said, there can be no 


question of the church's renounc- 
ing her political neutrality for the 
simple reason that she can not 
serve purely political interests." 


The church's contribution to 


peace cannot be purely political, 
but her right to her mission of 
peace, he said, is nowhere "as clear 
and almost as palpable as at 
the «crib of Bethlehem. The in- 
fant lying there is the eternal 
Son of God made man. and his 
name is "Princeps Pacis, Prince 
of Peace . . . his sublime mission 
is to establish peace between each 
man and God, between men them- 
selves and between peoples." 


Criticizes Short-Sighted 


"This year once more," he said, 


"the church kneels before the crib 
and receives her mission from the 
divine infant, the Prince of Peace." 


The pope criticized "poor short- 


sighted men, whose little field 
of vision does not go beyond the 
possibilities of the present hour, 
beyond statistics of military and 
economic potential.

and sneak to a high of 26 on 
Christmas day. On Tuesday night 
it would again fall to five above. 


Winds Predicted 


With tonight's expected snow- 


fall would come east and south- 
eajterly winds nearing 15 to 20 
mifes an hour. The wind would 
switch to the north late Tuesday, 
it was predicted. 


Meanwhile, Dixon, remained in 


the grip of the cold wave. The mer- 
cury slid to a low of -8 at 4 
o'clock this morning and stood at 
4 above ,at 11 a.m. today. 


Little Relief 


There was little relief in sight 


for the area, despite the .warming 
scheduled for Christmas day. Sub- 
zero temperatures were still preva- 
lent along the Canadian border 
states and it was moving eastward 
and southward into the Mid-Atlan 
tic region. The weather bureau re- 
ported, however, that the cold 
wave would moderate as it spread 
out over the Midwest. 


This morning's low in the state 


was noted at Rockford where it 
was nine below zero. Peoria had a 
minus 6. It was 11 above at St.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Metabolism Test One Way 
To Check Actiye Thyroid 


Many thousands, perhaps hun- 


dreds of thousands take a basal 
metabolism test every year. Con- 
sequently, Mrs. H's 
question 


"With a metabolism reading of 
plus fifteen, is it possible to de- 
termine if the thyroid is toxic?" 
should be of general interest. 


The basal metabolism is only 


one method or?tesfing"for the ac- 
tivity of the tKyroid Tland or the 
presence of toxic goiter. 


Ordinarily, however, a figure for 


the basal metabolism 
between 


minus 15 and plus 15 is consid- 
ered about normal and as a gen- 
eral rule means that the body is 
burning its fuel about right 


If the metabolism is much more 


than plus 15 one is probably using 
up food and tissues too fast and 
this may explain nervousness and 
loss of weight. Most likely this is 
the result of a toxic goiter and 
medical or surgical treatment may 
be needed. 


The metabolism test is simple 


enough for the patient. All one 
has to do after a good night's sleep 
is to go to the doctor's office or 
laboratory without eating any 
breakfast or drinking anything. 


Then one lies down on a cot and 


breathes normally through a tube. 


What is breathed is ordinary air 
and there is no danger of suffocat- 
ing as some nervous people seem 
to fear. 


But it takes time to make the 


calculations afterward. 
The air 


breathed is measured. To calcu- 
late the result of the test, the pa- 
tient's height and weight must 
also be known. 


These figures are put together in 


a formula and the final calculation 
tells whether one is burning up the 
food too fast, too slowly, or about 
right. 


When the doctor gives the re- 


sults he says the metabolism was 
plus so and so or minus some fig* 
ure. 
NOT ABSOLUTE 


Once in a while the metabolism 


may be way below normal. This 
does not always means that the 
thyroid gland is underactive and 
that one must take thyroid ex- 
tract to make up the deficiency. 


But a low rate may mean this 


and sometimes people feel enor- 
mously better if they get the need-» 
ed boost from thyroid extract. 


The basal metabolism test has 


been of enormus help in making 
a diagnosis and deciding how to 
treat those in whom the results 
are abnormal.

Christmas Hints 
By June Pilgrim 
Help Homemakers 


With that wonderful holiday of Christmas less than 24 hours away, 


a few aids for adding pleasure to the yule and days following are given 
by Miss June Pilgrim, Lee county home adviser. 


Store Chirstmas Toys 


For your child's interest and 


safety, put a few of the Christ- 
mas toys away. 


Children who receive a great 


number of toys for Christmas are 
likely to lose interest quickly if 
they play with all of them. Also, 
toys in numbers are apt to be 
stepped on leading to possible 
breakage of the toy and injury 
to the child. 


Little children become con- 


fused when they have too many 
choices of toys; so if indulging 
relatives have given your child 
too many toys, put some away. 
His interest in them will last long- 
er if you do and, too he'll have 
something brand new to play 
with a month or so after Christ- 
mas. 


If a toy is too old for your 


child, put it away until he is old 
enough to appreciate it For ex- 
ample, a soft fuzzy animal Is not 
suitable for a baby who puts 
everything in his mouth. Store 
the toy until he is past the "every- 
thing-in-the-mouth" stage. 


Similarly, well-illustrated chil- 


dren's story books are right for a 
three or four year old, but a 
younger child is likely to tear 
and chew the pages. Store the 
books until he is old enough to 
enjoy the illustrations and not 
damage the book. 


Mincemeat Bars 


A quickly prepared cooky that 


will substitute for fruit cake at 
holiday parties are the mincemeat 
" irs. They are prepared in the 
spread-cooky style. 


2 eggs. 
% cup sugar. 
% t. salt 
1 cup flour. 
1 t. baking powder. 
% cup mincemeat. 
% cup chopped nuts. 
Beat eggs until light, add sugar 


gradually and continue beating. 
Sift dry ingredients and continue 
beating. S|ft dry ingredients and 
add to eggs and sugar. Fold in 
nuts and mincemeat. Grease pan 
and cover bottom with waxed 
paper. Pour mixture into it and 
bake at 325 degrees for 25-30 
minutes. 


To store wrap the bars in metal 


foil or cellophane. Wax paper can 


also be used if you store in a 
tightly covered container. 


Many Tangerines 


Are you taking advantage of the 


large numbers ot tangerines that 
are appearing at our food stores? 
Recent shipments from Florida 
have become heavy and prices 
are reduced, so use them often. 


Tangerines and their juice are 


about equal to oranges, and they 
may be used in any orange receipe 
calling for fruit sections. They are 
good in fruit salads, molded gela- 
tin desserts and puddings. Serve 
them often as a breakfast fruit. 


To get good quality, choose 


tangerines that have a bright 
color and are firm to the touch, 
these will have the most juice. 
The large puffy fruit may be 
dry as'* stringy. 


For Roast Meat 


Usv the right roasting tech- 


nique for your holiday meat and 
you'll get better flavor and ap- 
pearance and less shrinkage and 
loss of juices. 


Foods specialist Mary Fuqua, 


University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture, recommends roasting 
your holiday poultry, ham or other 
meat at a low to moderate tem- 
perature (300° to 350° F.) on a 
rack in a shallow open pan. Re* 
member, she says, that no water, 
basting, cover or searing is neces- 
sary. 


Some homemakera say they are 


"roasting" meat when they cook 
it in a covered roaster in the oven. 
But this is really braising it—a 
moist heat method that is unneces- 
sary for tender meat. 


Use a meat thermometer to. 


determine time and temperature 
for roasting meat. It's the beet 
way to be sure the meat has been 
roasted long enough and to the 
desired degree of donenesa, be- 
lieves Miss Fuqua. Insert the 
thermometer so that the bulb Is in' 
the center of the largest muscle. 
Be sure It is not resting on a 
bone or in fat. 


If you've chosen poultry for 


your Christmas dinner, be sure to 
truss it before roasting. Binding 
the legs and wings to the body 
helps the bird cook uniformly 
and brown evenly. It also helps 
to keep the original shape.

Red Newsman 
Tells Dean's 
Heroic Story 


U.S. General 
Betrayed by 
ROK 'Friends' 


PANMUNJOM, KOREA—(AP) 


—Maj. Gen. William F. Dean, 
long-missing commander of the 
U. S. 24th division, told a Com- 
munist correspondent he saved Ms 
last bullet to kill himself rather 
than be captured—but that the 
Reds caught him through a ruse. 


The correspondent, Wilfred Bur- 


chett 40, of the Paris newspaper 
Ce Soir, said he interviewed Dean 
three days ago in a prison camp 
near Pyongyang-, Korean Red capi- 
tal. 


Pictures of Dean, ""given 
AP 


Correspondent Robert B. Tuck- 
man by Burchett, were identified 
positively by Mrs. Dean at her 
Berkeley, Calif., home. Radioed to 
the United States, the pictures 
were moved on the AP wirephoto 
network, 


"That's Him!" 


"That's my husband, all right," 


said Mrs. Dean, crying happily. 
There's no doubt about it. It's 
just wonderful to see him. Any- 
one who ever loses faith must re- 
member this situation about Gen- 
eral Dean. 
,, 


"What he came through shows 


what 'human 
endurance 
can 


stand." 


Dean, a Congressional Medal of 


Honor winner, was listed as miss- 
ing for 17 months before his name 
appeared on the Communist war 
prisoner list. 


Tells Dean's Story 


Burchett gave this account of 


his interview with Dean: 


Dean was fighting alongside 


his men at Taejon, July 20, 1950, 
when Russian-equipped North Ko- 
rean tank columns were sweeping 
into South Korea. 


The husky general, 
then 51, 


battled his way out of a road 
block in flaming- Taejon, 
after 


ordering his men not to surrender. 
He helped carry wounded men to 
safety. 


Then, Burchett said, Dean wand- 


ered for a month in the hills— 
without food for 20 days. Injured 
and sick, he lost 60 pounds. Dean 
was surrounded six times, but 
each time eluded the Reds. 


Saved 12 Bullets 


During those agonizing days, he 


saved and carefully polished his 
last 12 bullets. Burchett quoted 
him: 


"I was absolutely determined 


never to become a prisoner of war, 
1 was determined to kill 11 North 
Koreans. The 12th bullet was for 
me." 


But near Chinan, some 30 miles 


of Taejon, Dean was sheltered and 
fed by two Koreans. They be- 
trayed him when North Korean 
soldiers closed in. Dean drew his 
gun, but one of his 
"friends" 


grabbed his arm before he could 
shoot. 


Shoulder Broken 


Dean's left shoulder had been 


broken in a fall while he was try- 
ing to elude the Reds. He suffered 
from dysentery or an acute stom- 
ach ailment and finally malaria. 


Burchett said Dean regained his 


health last September and now 
weighed about 180 pounds. The 
correspondent said he and Dean 
talked for three hours in a two- 
room cellar in which the general 
s imprisoned. 


A hand-written letter 
from 


Dean to his wife was delivered to 
U. N. truce negotiators by a Com- 
munist delegate Monday. It im- 
mediately was put aboard a plane 
for speedy forwarding to Berke- 
ley.

Wont Since 1909 


It was the worst mine disaster 


in Illinois since 1909 and the 
worst in the nation since 1928. 
The Cherry mine blast in Illinois 
on Nov. 13, 1909, claimed 259 
lives. An underground explosion 
at Mather, Pa., in 1928, killed 195 
miners. In 1947, 111 miners were 
killed in a blast at Centralia, 111. 


A physician at the hospital re- 


ported Sanders is in fair condition 
and is expected to survive. 


W. W. Lamont hospital super- 


intendent, said condition of the last 
bodies removed from the mine in- 
dicated at least six still had been 
alive as late as this morning. Some 
of the bodies were warm when 
rescuers reached them. 


Head in Hole 


One of the bodies was found 


with its head in a hole that had 
been hastily dug in a desperate 
search for life-sustaining air. 


Virtually all hope for survivors 


had been abandoned. Mine and un- 
ion officials felt that those who 
escaped death in the explosion died 
from gas or lack of oxygen. 


The blast ripped through the 


tunnels at 7:35 p. m. (CST) Fri- 
day. It occurred about two miles 
back from the shaft. And it shat- 
tered timbers for three miles in 
the sprawling mine which covers 
a 12-mile area. 


Most of the trapped miners never 


knew what hit them. 
Physicians 


said death in most cases was 
quick. The bodies were horribly 
jurned and mutilated. Limbs were 
ripped from some^ 
Others were 


roasted. 


Equipment Wrecked 


Heavy mine equipment as far as 


two miles *from the blast's center 
was wrecked. 


Rescue crews, including broth- 


ers, sons and fathers 
of the 


trapped men. worked feverishly 
to reach the bodies. They walked 
and crawled one mile to two miles 
underground with the battered 
bodies.

DECATUR "— (AP) — Farm 


crop goals for Lee county in 1952 
were announced today by the state 
agricultural mobilization commit- 
tee as 169,500 acres of corn, 18,400 
acres of soybeans and 90,300 acres 
of oats. 


State goals are set for 9,100,000 


acres of corn, 3,600,000 acres of 
oats and 3,450,000 acres of soy- 
beans. These acreages would pro- 
duce about 495,412,000 bushels of 
corn, 153,937,000 bushels of oats 
and 84,561,000 bushels of soybeans 
the agriculture department esti- 
mates. 


The state goals are considered

(by Chamber of Commerce Presi 
dent Jorge D. Solar, for one) 
ranging up to 90 or more. 


Dist. Atty. Francisco Gastanon 


jr., who announced the

estimate, said he believed it was 
the highest toll of deaths in a 
single fire in the history of Mexico 


88 Hospitalized 


Eighty-eight who escaped from 


the burning, three-story building 
downstairs to a single doorway 
were treated for burns at the Mi- 
guel Alem-an hospital. 
Officials 


said the only fire escape was not 
only locked out boarded up. 


Thirty-three were still in the 


hospital, five or six on the verge 
of death, doctors said. 


Among the 33 were 19 children 


Officials said this probably indi- 
cates the ratio of little ones among 
the dead. 


The annual party for neeUy chil- 


dren was in full swing when its 
joy was turned to terror at 11:15 
o'clock Saturday night. 


Accounts Vary 


There were different accounts of 


how the fire started. Tijuana Fire 
Chief Gil Chidez declared that 
someone was criminally respon- 
sible. He did not elaborate. Every- 
one agreed the flames spread with 
terrible speed from near the lo- 
cation of a Christmas tree. 


As panic tooK hold among the 


300 or 400 people in the third floor 
hall of the old coliseum building, 
three blocks from Tijuana's gay 
Main street, the lights went out. 
"Then all was madness," said Luis 
Alarad, 34, radio station announc- 
V. "A. lot of people were trampled 
to death before they were burned." 


Fashed Into Rooms 


Many of the bodies were found 


in two rest rooms into which the 
victims apparently had been push- 
ed by the crowds surging toward 
the exits. 


Others piled up and died on the 


ttairway. 


The confusion was increased by 


frantic mothers and fathers trying 
to get into the building to save 
children. Firemen arrived (aided 
later by fighters from California) 
but there was no pressure in the 
water mains. 


The district attorney, who also 


acts as coroner, said his investiga^ 
tion indicated that the fire started 
under stairs behind the stage, pos- 
sibly from a cigaret. Thomas L. 
Duran, chief of the San Ysidro, 
Calif., fire department, expressed 
belief the flames began m a ground 
floor cleaning shop and licked up 
the rear of the building.

It is 
officially rated the poorest on 
earth but is strategically impor- 
tant in the Western powers' de- 
fense plans. 


"Libya has become an indepen- 


dent and ^sovereign nation," said 
the 72-year-old desert warrior and 
Moslem puritan who for 30 years 
fought to drive Italy out. The 
Italians lost the colony in 1943. 


Under the Italian peace treaty 


Libya's future was decided by the 
United Nations assembly. 


The independence proclamation 


came after two years of prepara- 
tion under the U.N. commissioner- 
general for Libya, Adrian Pelt, of 
Holland. 


As King Idriss I, issued his proc- 


lamation, planes were landing and 
taking off at Wheelus field, big 
U.S. air force base outside Tripoli.

will pour nearly 10 million dollars 
of indirect aid into Libya during 
the first year of independence. 


U.N, statistics show Libya, with 


a population of 1,340,000 is the 
poorest nation of all. The average 
cash income is about $30 a year; 
10 per cent of the people are blind 
and 20 pre cent half blind, exports 
are almost non-existent, and infant 
mortality is more than one-third in 
the first year.

How- 
ever, if any tax was withheld 
from the $500, file a return and 
the tax will be refunded to you.

Airborne Cowboy Rides Herd on 'em in Helicopter to Save Orchards

YAKIMA, Wash.—Ranchers in 


Yakima Valley will tell you that 
Carl Brady is probably the great- 
est elk and antelope herdin' cow- 
boy in the world—even if he never 
spins a lariat or rides a cow pony. 


Brady, a 30-year-old 
former 


Air Force pilot, rides herd in a 
heJicopter. And while he's more 
interested in crop dusting as a 
business, he's credited, in classic 
cowboy hero tradition, with end- 
ing the "Yakima Elk War" and 
saving valuable orchards from 
destruction.

of winters ago when blizzards on 
the Cascade slopes covered the

Ranchers started shooting the 


elk to defend their 
property. 


Sportsmen, angered at the slaugh- 
ter, threatened to shoot a cow 
for every elk, and the war was 
on. 


Brady, who likes the ranchers 


to stay in business so he can dust 
their orchards, figured he'd better 
come to the rescue. He remem- 
bered he had once flown low over 
some elk on the Cascades just to 
watch them, and discovered he 
could herd them in any direction 
he pleased with his flying cayuse. 
* * • 


State game officials were some- 


what cynical, but Brady kept 
talking and they finally agreed to 
go along for the ride. 


From his flying horse, Brady 


spotted 25 elk nibbling in an or- 
chard. He buzzed them, and they 
ran for a corner. Then he flew 
>ehind them, driving them out 
of the orchard, down a steep hill, 
up a trail and back to their 
refuge, seven miles away. It took 
an hour and 25 minutes, and 
Jrady never lost an elk. 


Four days later—and $50 an 


lour—he had driven all the elk 
back' where they belonged, and 
rom then on it was just a case 
of rounding up the strays. The 
war was over.* * *

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Even 


before president Truman can an- 
nounce his plans for a clean-up in- 
vestigation of the government, 
which he's supposed to do shortly, 
complications begin. 


Judge Thomas F. Murphy is re- 


ported to be Mr. Truman's choice 
to head the inquiry. But Murphy 
will be handicapped from 
the 


start if congress is unwilling to 
give him more power than the 
president can bestow on him. 


That's the power of subpoena— 


the power to compel people to 
answer his questions and produce 
any records he wants to see. The 
president doesn't have subpoena 
power. And, lacking it himself, 
he can't give it to Murphy. 


Congress Can Get It 


Only congress, by a vote of 


both houses, can do that. Only 
congress the courts and grand 
juries have subpoena power. 


Presumably Murphy could op- 


erate in conjunction with a grand 
jury, using its subpoena powers 
to make people answer his ques- 
tions and produce records. 


The subpoena power wrrks this 


way: Concongressional commit- 
tee, for example, orders someone 
to appear and testify and bring 
records. Unless that witness ans- 
wers the questions and produces 
the records, he can be cited for 
contempt of congress. Then, if 
tried and convicted in court, he 
can be jailed. If it's u grand jury, 
he would be in contempt of court. 


Can Refuse 


The only time such a witness 


can refuse to answer questions and 
still escape jail is when he re- 
fuses on the grounds his testi- 
mony might incriminate him and 
so land him in jail anyway. 


Without subpoena power Mur- 


phy couldn't even order anyone, 
except employes of the executive 
branch, to appear before bin and 
produce records. He'd have power 
to do that much in the executive 
branch, aince he'd be representing 
the president. 


And if the man he wanted to 


quiz refused to appear or refused 
to answer questions, he could be 
fired. But there wouldn't be any 
jail penalty for refusing.

Pueblo's Neivest School Named After 
Janitor Who Made His Job a Career 


PUEBLO, Colo. —(NEA)— On 


the newest school in this city are 
the words: "George Spann School." 
The man thus honored is a lean, 
weather-beaten 68-year-old em- 
ploye of the school system. He's a 
janitor. 


School officials say it's the first 


time in American history that a 
school has been named in honor 
of a still-living custodian. They 
named the new elementary school, 
still being built, after him because 
he was more than just a janitor. 
He made his job a career. 


• To students he was "dad away 
from home," a guidance officer, a 
counselor, a patcher of quarrels 
and fights and a healer of wounds. 


School officials put it this way: 


Though he performs his janitorial 
tasks dutifully, Spann's extra-cur- 
ricular work with the children 
highlights his 34-year service with 
the schools.

A child with a cut finger or a 


bruised arm finds a sympathetic 
doctor in the custodian's office. 
Quarreling and fighting boys are 
separated and then set straight on 
their conduct in the mild, unhur- 


ried, soft-spoken way of Spann. 


Rush hours in the school cafe- 


teria find Spann helping the chil- 
dren with the trays of food, lend- 
ing & hand in serving, and then 
hurrying into the kitchen to help 
clean up. 


One school official says. "He 


feels proud of his work. He does it 
and then steps back to look at it, 
like an artist would survey a mas- 
ter painting." 


The children find him a banker, 


too, willing to lend them- pennies 
and nickels. And he's an expert 
scorekeeper, umpire and coach. 
He's also a jack-of-all-trades, who 
can straighten the handlebars of a 
bicycle or mend a doll's crushed 
arm. 
* • * 


His work 
continues, 
too, 


through the ranks of parents and 
teachers and combined organiza- 
tions of the two groups. As each 
succeeding generation p a s s e d 
through the same Risley School 
which he had served for 24 of his 
34 years, he gained the respect of 
the parents and then of the stu- 
dents as they became parents.

Survey Shows More Than 5,000,000 Radio, 
TV Sets Now Installed in American Homes 


By WAYNE OLIVER 


NEW YORK. (AP) — The year 


1951 saw. television reach into five 
million more American homes and 
span the continent by network, 
while radio scored new gains de- 
spite the video upstart. 


Together they constituted an 


industry of better than $4 billion 
a year, including the manufac- 
ture, retailing and servicing of 
sets, broadcasting, 
expenditures 


for talent and other phases of the 
business. 


They face a year of continued 


expansion in 1952, but probably 
at a slower rate because of de- 
mands of the defense program. 


Expect TV Spurt 


Sometime during 
the coming 


year, probably by summer, tele- 
vision will be freed from a strait- 
jacket that has kept it from ex- 
panding to new areas — a govern- 
ment freeze on new station per- 
mits in effect since Oct 1, 1948. 
But even with the freeze lifted, it 
appears unlikely that more than 
a handful of new stations can go 
on the air before 1953. 


The year 1951 was not without 


its rough spots for both television 
and radio. 


A severe slump hit television 


set sales in March and lasted un-

The year also saw the inaugu- 


ration of color television, with the 
CBS spinning disk method, on a 
commercial basis and then its 
shelving for the duration before 
more than a handful of sets had 
reached the public. The govern-

Radio, meanwhile, pushed some-

Included in the overall to- 
tal are more than 20 million sets 
in Hitomobiles, and several million 
portables. 


Radio set production for 1951 


was around 13,600,000, more than 
double TV but down a little from

Costly Farmland 


AM33S, la., (AP)—An acre of 


Iowa's good dark farm soil costs 
more today than any time in the 
last 30 years. 


Not since the 1920-21 land boom 


has the state's farm land com- 
manded such high prices. 


Iowa farms are now selling on 


the average for $212 an acre, W. 
G. Murray, head of the depart- 
ment of economics and sociology 
at Iowa State College, reported to- 
day in his annual survey of farm 
land prices. 


This is a $15 increase over 


last year's average acre price of 
$197. It is one more step upward 
in the steady climb of Iowa farm 
prices which started for a low of 
$69 an acre in 1933.

This 
is another reason why it is so 
important for other countries in 
the western world to understand 
the basis of American productiv- 
ity and rapidly improve the pro- 
ductivity in their own lands. 


Americans have no desire to 


expand their area of influence in 
the pattern of the old colonial 
empires nor to take advantage of 
the peoples of other lands to gain 
for themselves by holding down 
the living standards of other peo- 
ples. On the contrary we Ameri- 
cans consider that our future pro- 
gress to a lange degree will de- 
pend upon the progress which 
other countries make at the same 
time . We believe that the great- 
est progress for each nation, can 
be made only 
when all nations 


make progress in freely develop- 
ing their own and thus the world's 
resources. 


We are sure that increasing

War and Inflation Haunted 
Stock Market During 1951 


BY RADER WINGET 


NEW YORK. (AP)—The twin 


terrors of War and Inflation 
haunted Wall Street in 1951, but 
the Stock Market surmounted *J1 
fears and gave an excellent ac- 
count of itself. 


There were four notable peaks 


in prices, each followed by re- 
actions. December found the mar- 
ket recovering from a drop that 
started in October with prices 
around the highest average level 
in more than 21 years. 


But despite the buffeting the 


market took during the year, the 
prevailing December sentiment in 
Wall Street was bullish, which 
means optimistic, for the long 
pull. 


War Is Crucial 


The Stock Market from first to 


last had the war in Korea oa its 
mind. It exhibited strange be- 
iiavior at times, falling all over 
itself when there was a prospect 
of peace and a little later falling 
again when it looked as though 
:he *war would become more in- 
tense. And it also advanced on the 
prospects of war and peace. 


Market 
analysts rationalized 


these antics this way, and you 
can take your choice: 


more government 
all prices pushed 


War means 


spending and 
higher by inflationary pressures 
(bullish), but war also means 
heavier Federal taxation both on 
>ersonal arid corporate incomes 
and tighter controls to combat 
inflation -(bearish).

an end of controls (bullish). 


Tax Takes Bite 


Taxation to run the war in 


Corea and finance rearmament in 
Europe and at home took its 
iggest bite out of corporate pro- 
its in the third quarter. The New 
York stock exchange reported a 30 
er cent'drop in the third quarter 
rom a year ago in the profits of 
25 listed companies. But for the 
itst nine months profits of these 


companies were down less than 9 
per cent. 


For the year as a whole, the 


best guess was that profits would 
be down slightly under 1950. If 
it works out that way, the drop 
in corporate profits would be the 
first since 1942. 


The general opinion is that the 


year's profits are fat enough to as- 
sure a continuation of high divi- 
dent payments. 
, The 1950-51 year-end rally car- 
ried well into February, when it 
ran into unfounded Korean peace 
rumors together'with Washington 
administration calls for high taxes 
and tighter controls. 


Prices were somewhat depressed 


in March but advanced, bearish- 
ness grew until things toppled 
over in the midst of optimistic 
statements from Korea mat the 
tide against the Communists may 
have turned. The fall also was 
in the nature of a technical reac- 
tion, customary after a rise. 


In due course there was a re- 


covery in May that ran smack 
into the Russian proposal late in 
June for a Korean cease-fire. The 
market break was sharp as 
traders reacted in fright over the 
possibility of a sudden change in 
American rearmament plants.

ms, made from blood taken from 
mothers within 72 hours after 
childbirth, has been successfully 
administered to arthritics. Twelve 
patients receiving a half pint of 
this plasma weekly for six weeks 
were rid of pains, stiffness and 
swelling. After the treatment was 
discontinued, six patients remain- 
ed well for a year; one for two 
years. Relapsed cases responded 
quickly to a second course of 
treatments. Postpartum 
plasma 


has advantages over cortisone and 
ACTH: it is cheaper, its benefits 
last longer, and the patient needs 
no preparatory hospitalization for 
tolerance tests. 


A first-aid treatment for shock 


resulting from severe burns or 
injuries is now recommended by 
the surgical study section of the 
National Institute of Health. The 
simple formula, to be taken in- 
ternally, is one level teaspoon ->f 
table salt and one-half teaspoon 
of baking soda, mixed in a quart 
of water. Easy to administer by 
anyone, it may save the lives 
of many shock victims before the 
doctor arrives. 


Acne, our commonest skin dis- 


order, has been "arrested or great- 
ly improved" by easy diet restric- 
tions, the avoidance 01 greasy 
cosmetics, and the application of 
a flesh-tinted preparation contain- 
ing resorcinol, sulphur and alco- 
hol in a non-greasy base. The pre- 
scribed diet forbids chocolate and 
cola drinks and allows only mod- 
erate use of fried foods. 


Teach Food Use 


ROME. (AP)—The Food and 


Agriculture Organization decided 
at its sixth world conference here 
that it isn't enough to teach papa 
how to grow more food. 


You also have to teach mama 


how to cook better. 
, The conference approved an en- 
larged program of home economics 
and nutrition instruction for 1952 
and 1953, to be carried out by 
field experts particularly in the 
more backward countries. 


This instruction will cover more 


than just how to cook. Clean- 
liness and health instruction will 
be included. The idea: not just 
to see that the world has food to 
eat, but that the food does its 
full job of providing nourishment 
and leading to better health.

quiring in detail into such matters 
as heridity, individual taste, sex 
habits, education, I.Q., general 
health, hair texture, complexion, 
RH blood factor, odor preferences, 
musical and artistic sense, religi- 
ous leanings and ethics.

"Brain" Will Tell 


This result is added to the gen-

This "electric brain" then will com- 
pute the results of the tests, and 
the kids will find out whether they 
passed or flunked. 


If they get a grade of 90 or over, 


the wedding bells may peal out in 
triumph. If between 70 and 90, 
their chances of happiness are so- 
so. But if the grade shows less 
than 50 per cent compatibility, 
it's all-off. 


If Your Weight Is 15 Per Cent 
Above Normal, Diet to Reduce 


An increase of 15 per cent or 


more above normal weight means 
obesity, or excessive weight or fat- 
ness, the educational committee of 
the Illinois State Medical, society 
points out. 


Aside from the ungainly and 


awkward appearance of the fat 
person, the health outlook is bad. 
The fat person is more susceptible 
to diabetes, gallbladder disease, 
hardening of the arteries, gout, 
bronchitis, lung disorders, high 
blood pressure, and many degener- 
ative diseases. The fat person is 
also a surgical risk. 


In many instances, a glandular 


disorder may be responsible for 
overweight. This is the exception 
rather than the rule, however, for 
overweight is most often caused 
by eating too much. 


Habits Responsible 


Since food habits established in 


childhood are frequently respon- 
sible for fatness, new habits must 
be adopted to reduce the weight. 
The diet must be planned so that 
it contains a sufficient quantity of 
essential foods, including proteins, 
fats, carbohydrates, vitamins and

minerals and fluids, all of which 
are necessary to repair the cells 
and provide new tissue. The diet 
should be preferably high in pro- 
tein and low in fats and carbohy- 
drates. A knowledge of calories is 
essential to regulating the diet, 
since a calory is the unit by which 
the energy intake of the body is 
measured. The average male work- 
er doing physically inactive work, 
requires 2,400 calories a day. The 
average woman in a sedentary oc- 
cupation needs 2,100. 


Exercise Also 


Exercise is another way to keep 


the weight down, but this should 
be done carefully. Exercise uses 
up energy yet it may increase the 
appetite. In controlling weight, 
therefore, diet is about 90 per cent 
important and exercise 10 per cent. 


The obese person is a natural 


target for the promoters of pills, 
belts, machines and creams sup- 
posedly guaranteed to take off ex- 
cess poundage in from three to 60 
days. While the laws of the Divi- 
sion of Pood and Cosmetic Control 
of the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture have done much to quell 
these racketeers, quacks and char- 
latans, some manage to escape the 
law and foist their products on a 
gullible public. There are drugs, 
however, which if taken under the 
careful supervision of a physician 
will control hunger, assisting the 
individual to adhere to a planned 
diet. 


Will Power Essential 


Will power is essential in the 


person wishing to reduce. Most fat 
people really like to eat Even if 
they control the intake of food at 
regular meals, they are inclined 
to be eating at intervals during the 
day and before going to bed. 


Fat should be taken off gradual- 


ly and regularly. Any sudden 
change in fat deposits of the body 
may affect the heart's capacity to 
adjust. The interference with the 
action of the heart is probably the 
most common and serious effect of 
excessive weight. Much fat is 
stored in the abdomen and in the 
sac around the heart called the 
pericardium. 


Heart Crowded 


With the additional 
fat, the 


heart is crowded, causing short- 
ness of breath on the slightest ef- 
fort. Excess fat in the abdomen 
causes a poor posture with stooped 
shoulders, the spine is abnormally 
curved and the chest sunken, mak- 
ing further work for the heart and 
lungs. Every extra pound of flesh 
requires an additional two-thirds 
mile of blood .vessels into which 
the heart must pump the blood. In 
fat persons, the heart is being 
forced to do 15 to 50 per cent more 
work than is intended. 


Really Tissue 


Again, the extra flesh is really 


active tissue. To be kept alive it 
requires additional oxygen and 
nourishment. To do this, the liver 
and other organs that help to pre- 
pare food for the tissue must suf- 
fer. 


There is no need to be really fat. 


Have a thorough physical examina- 
tion by a competent physician to 
determine the cause of the over- 
weight and then increase your 
years by decreasing your weight

Inflationary Pace Slows in 
1951 But Prices Still Rise; 
OPS Believes in Control Plan • 


By WILLIAM O. YARN 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — In- 


flation's pinch on the public pock- 
etbook, which tightened at light- 
ning pace after the first shot was 
fired in Korea, eased off a little in 
1951. 


True, prices still were on the 


upgrade, but the pace had been 
slowed. Living costs, as measured 
jy the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
hopped upward only about two per 
cent from the first of this year 
through November. This contrast- 
ed with an eight per cent jump 
from the Korean outbreak in June, 
1950, through the rest of that 
year. 


Generally, three major factors 


were credited in 1951 with check- 
ing skyrocketing prices: 


1. Government controls ap- 


plied for the first time with the 
nation technically at peace. The 
biggest action was the general 
freeze of prices last January 
26, followed by numerous price 
orders that held increases to a 
minimum. 


2. Consumer resistance to buy- 


ing as inflation moved the cost 
of many goods above the aver- 
age family income; and 


3. A drop of raw material 


costs in many fields because of 
consumer resistance to pur- 
chasing high-p r i c e d finished 
goods and because supply over- 
took demand. A speed-up in 
production after shooting start- 
ed in Korea had boosted many 
inventories far above normal. 
But, even with inflation slowed, 


government experts continued to 
watch price barometers with a 
wary eye. They still saw dangers 
ahead. 


Depends on Spending 


Michael V. DiSalle, the govern- 


ment's chief price stabilizer, and 
other officials agreed the big test 
hinges on the speed of defense 
spending. They said that if spend- 
ing moves forward at an evenly 
accelerating pace, prices can be 
held down. 


At any rate, DiSalle said he is 


confident there will be no repeti- 
tion of the runaway inflation of 
late 1950 that brought on the need 
for direct controls this year. He 
said he believes the government's 
stabilization program can hold 
price ceilings "somewhere about 
their present levels." 


OPS officials said the general 


stabilization plan should be in 
operation by next spring. They 
blame congress for the delay. It 
was due to begin last summer 
when the lawmakers engaged in 
lengthy debate over amendments 
to the controls law. This wound up 
with some major changes as the 
senate and house overrode ad- 
ministration pleas against amend- 
ments. 


OPS Hampered 


The debate and changes prevent- 


ed OPS from putting into effect 
on July 2 several of its major price 
actions. These included the gen- 
eral manufacturers', machinery, 
shoes, apparel, cotton textiles and 
-woolen yarns and fabrics regula- 
tions. These orders affected the 
widest section of the economy. 


OPS claimed these orders aimed 


at price rollbacks. It said congress 
decision to bar reductions cost con- 
sumers heavily. A particular tar- 
get of OPS ire was the Capeharl 
amendment 
This compelled the 


price agency to allow manufactur- 
ers to take their pre-Korean prices 
and add or subtract all increases 
or decreases in costs through July 
26. 


OPS had planned not to allow 


increases in labor costs after last 
March 15 and to bmit materials 
cost increases to Dec. 31, 1950, and 
March 15 cutoff dates. It also 
didn't figure on permitting any 
overhead cost increases. 


Claims Differed 


DiSalle claimed the amendmen' 


certainly meant higher prices to 
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onsumers in months to come, 
enator Capehart 
(R-Ind) and 


ther congress members differed, 
hey claimed rollbacks could be 
ffee ted under the amendment. In 
ate fall OPS finally revised its 
rice regulations to carry out this 
hange in the law. 
Although the controversy that 


lared over this amendment was 
ot, the biggest battle of the year 
•as over beef. That struck nearest 
le cost of living. 
Representatives of the beef in- 
ustry and DiSalle engaged in a 
turning word battle over the issue,

Beef Industry Wins 


Both sides took their battle to

ongress in the big mid-summer 
ebate. The beef industry won out. 
The lawmakers amended the law

le and retail beef prices. The first 
0 per cent cut was already in 
ffect. 
Congress also wiped out OPS' 
wer to control the number of 
attle each slaughterer could kill 
ach month. OPS contended this ( 
ook away its power to assure even 
istribution of meat and crippled 
ts enforcement program so as to 
give rise to black markets. 


DiSalle Holds Fast 


Even after congress killed the 
ollbacks, cattle still didn't reach 
he market in sizable numbers un- 
il late fall. Beef scarcities popped 
up in many areas. DiSalle was 
Jombarded 
w i t h demands to 


abandon the beef control program. ; 
With White House backing, he 
held fast. 


In November, marketings picked 


up and beef became more plentiful, 
but prices still remained high. 


700 Price Actions 


By the new year OPS will have 


ssued far more than 700 price 
actions of one kind or another, 
affecting almost every segment of 
.he economy. By Dec. 1, in 10 
months of operation, more than 100 ( 
ailored regulations had b e e n 
ssued. Assistant OPS Director Ed- 
wafid F. Phelps predicted this 
number would reach 120 or more 
by early January. And, by late 
spring, he said the number will be 
between 250 and 300. 


After next May, Phelps said, the 


major structure of price control 
machinery will be ready. From 
that point on the task will be one 
of continual refinements, adminis- ]

The giant chain reaction from the east-west clash will be 


intensified in 1952. It will be a leap year industrially, mili- 
tarily, economically and politically. 


At home, the great defense program, just getting into 


high gear, will take more men, money and materials in 1952 
and even more in 1953. Production costs and prices will be 
higher and consumer goods scarcer. 


Congress will again wrestle with wage-price controls. Everybody's 


taxes will be higher. Voters will pick a president and thereby help 
determine U. S. foreign policy for one of the most critical four years 
in world history. 


Here is what specialist writers of The Associated Press foresee at 


home and abroad in 1952: 


INTERNATIONAL, AFFAIRS—The world has seldom seen such a 


period of tension as is promised for 195^. Even if open warfare ends 
in Korea, that will not lighten rearmament burdens. 
As western 


power grows, the possibility of some fatal incident becomes acute. 
That is not to say there will be war, but the fear of war will live with 
every man. As the end of 1952 approaches, so will the critical time 
when western power will force Russia either to temper her aggres- 
siveness or make a break before her last chance of success is gone. 


Before then, serious trouble is likely in 'the Middle East, where 


unstable governments and anti-western feeling create a dangerous 
vacuum. 


But there will be great progress in European unity and defense 


strength. Germany and Japan will begin to make their presence felt 
in the Allied camp. The unsettling TJ. S. elections will be over and 
the western front will be more solid everywhere. But financial trou- 
bles, heightened by inflation, will threaten the structure. In that 
field perhaps more than in military preparedness will lie the great 
problems. 


POLITICS—If it's a Truman-Taft presidential race, it will be 


slam-bang with no holds barred. If the president decides to run again, 
he would prefer to take on Taft. That is mutual. Both think the is- 
sues would be more clearly drawn in such a contest. 


Taft says there would be no "me-tooism." Taft and Gov. Warren 


are the only announced GOP candidates. 
Warren thinks mere like 


Truman on domestic issues than -does Taft. 
General Eisenhower is 


closer to the man in the White House on foreign affairs. 


But many experts predict Truman will not run again. Some say 


he would not run if his friend, Eisenhower, got the Republican nom- 
ination, to that case, one belief is he would ask Chief Justice Fred 
M. Vison to be Democratic candidate. 


Primaries from March 11 to June 3, will pick more than half the 


1.200 Republican convention delegates. And Taft has led all polls on 
the Republican choice.

BUSINESS—The cost of living will go up a little in 1952, but will 


be more stable than 1951. White collar men and those on fixed in- 
comes will be pinched. Food and clothing will be plentiful with prices 
held down by competition. But farm parity supports will form a floor 
for food prices. 


Four million new cars are planned and fewer appliances will be 


made. But there should be no shortages until late in the year. Tires 
and gasoline (except high octane) should be plentiful with little price 
change. 


The government will try to hold the number of new homes to 


800,000. Industry hopes to build a million or more. Shortage of me- 
tals, especially copper for wiring, may be more restrictive than gov- 
ernment action. 


Federal Reserve mortgage rules favor small homes and demand 


should continue strong. One estimate of needs is 1,450,000 homes a 
year for the next ten years. Building costs for 1952 are expected to 
be fairly stable.

LABOR—There will be fewer civilian jobs, more in. defense with 


some displacement the first of 1052 as changes are made. Total em- 
ployment is expected to rise. 


End of the Korean war and better relations with Russia could 


mean fewer jobs and wage boosts. The expected continued tension 
will mean upward pressure on living costs, wages and prices. 


Demands for more "fringe" benefits in labor contracts are ex-

The Air Force will get more modern planes for existing units but in 
1952 can only plan for many more units. 


Navy expansion will largely be in the air although 180 ships, 


some small, are under construction.

FARMS—Farmers plan to break production records for the third 


time in four years—weather permitting. 
Unprecedented domestic 


and foreign demands will spur them on. 


Special emphasis will be placed on production of livestock feed, 


grains and cotton. But loss of workers to the cities and shortages of 
fertilizer, pesticides and machinery will make the farm job tough. 


Prices will be more stable, but costs may go up a little.- But if 


defense plans do not change, farm prices and income will play a 
smaller part in this election year than last. In 1948, many fanners 
feared a postwar recession and expected more benefits from the Dem- 
ocrats. 


WOMEN—U. S. women look forward to new power and prestige. 


Their potential voting strength of nearly 50 million could elect the 
next president. In recent off-year elections, women's influence was 
felt in a strong reform vote all over the country. Comparative new- 
comers were swept into office on a tide of indignant feminine votes. 


The same spirit is expected to extend into 1952. Candidates will 


have to convince Mrs. U. S. A. and her daughters that they can sweep 
graft and crime off the national doorstep—in addition they'll have to 
be "telegenic." The campaign will be brought right into the Amer- 
ican living room, where the lady of the house may size up candidates 
on her TV screen. 


SCIENCE—Air power and atomic power are promising fields for 


1952. Americans will fly higher than man ever went. Manned rocket 
planes already exist and have flown to the upper edge of the atmos- 
phere. Chemical fuels are better, so there is no need to wait for atomic 
power. The United States cannot risk anyone else being first to fly 
out of reach of anti-aircraft guns and military planes. 


There will be atomic artillery in 1952. Probably the guns will be 


heavy with uses limited by lack of mobility. 


Whether an H-bomb is possible will be settled, but the facts will 


be secret The Savannah River heavy hydrogen plant may start pro- 
duction, but that will not be necessary for settling scientific answers 
about making this terrible bomb. 


Several private firms will work with atomic power reactors and 


will bring more than 100 new scientists into the nuclear research 
field. This will open possibilities not open to the government. 


A polio vaccine will be tested on humans. It is effective for 


monkeys, but long test will be necessary to learn if it will work for 
humans. 


EDUCATION—More enrollment, lack of buildings and trained edu- 


cators, a shrinking dollar—these will again plague education in 1962. 
School boards and a growing number of lay advisory groups will push 
efforts to get more school funds.

THE ARTS—The great American novel, symphony or painting is 


not expected in 1952. In 1951 one of the biggest, most coveted cash 
awards in fiction was not given. The judges said none of 600 books 
deserved it. 


Financially the outlook is good. The end of the admission tax will 


help impresarios. 
There will be more encouraging cash prizes for 


artists. 


Publishers seem to have nothing to complain about. Business is 


good and they can afford to take chances on more new, promising 
manuscripts. The more they support the new writer, the better the 
chances of finding good, lasting writers—it's a matter of arithmetic.

ENTERTAINMENT—The movie industry is optimistic. Problem 


dramas are expected to decline except for a few films aimed at Acad- 
emy awards. Color musicals and adventure stories are expected to 


increase. 


Broadway plans a number of new shows with top producers, writ- 


ers and actors. An operetta, musicals and dramas are all in the works. 


In TV the Federal Communications commission has promised to 


start to issued new station licenses, suspended since October, 1948. 
But the new stations may not get on the air before 1953.

Americans Spent Record Sum 
For Food in 1951; Forecast 
Even Higher Bill During '52 


NEW YORK _-(AP)— Ameri- 


cans spent more money for food in 
1951 than ever before. And the 
food bill seems likely to push even 
higher in the coming year. 


Our total expenditure for food, 


including meals eaten at home, in 
restaurants, hotels and hospitals, 
in the armed forces and on farms, 
is expected to add up to about $56 
billion for the year just ending. 
That's three and a half billion dol- 
lars more than in 1950. 


Virtually all of this increase is 


believed to reflect higher prices 
rather than any notable boost in 
the amount of food consumed. 


Prices at Record High 


Retail food-prices had climbed 


to a record high near the .close 
of the year. The latest govern- 
ment figures available show the 
overall price level across the coun- 
try at the end of November was 
about 5.7 per cent above last Jan- 
uary. 
* 


Many important individual foods 


rose much more than that, of 
course. A few, like eggs, beef and 
sork, have eased Just recently, but 
*e declines have been outweighed 
by seasonal advances in other 
terns like fresh fruits and vege- 
tables. 


No Big Jump 


Economists of the agriculture 


department don't look for any big 
ump in food prices in the new 
year, barring unusually bad crop 
weather or other emergencies. But 
hey do foresee a slight uptrend 
or the following reasons: 
Heavier spending for defense 


will mean more jobs, higher con- 
umer incomes, more spending 
money. At the same time, because 


f sharper cutbacks in critical m«- 
erials, there will be fewer durable 
foods like automobiles, refrigera- 
ors, appliances. A lot of this extra 
money is expected to be channeled 
into food buying. Per capita con- 
umption may rise as much as 
hree per cent. 


In additon, the population is 


growing. And the armed forces 
are expected to need more food 
in 1952. 


Further, marketing costs are 


expected to go up some more as 
wages in the food industry edge 
higher. 


Supplies of food as a whole are 


expected to be bigger in the com- 
ing year, but not enough to offset 
the anticipated larger demand. 
Federal forecasters say the situa- 
tion should shape up something 
like this: 


Meat will be more plentiful, es- 


pecially beet and veat Consump- 
tion per person may exceed 144 
pounds compared with 141 this 
year. 


Fish Abundant 


Fresh and frozen fish should be 


more abundant than the canned 


product, at least until the 1952 
pack starts to market. The mili- 
tary will take a bigger proportion 
of canned fish. Carry-overs of can- 
ned fruit may reduce processing in 
the coming year, leaving more 
fresh fruit for consumers. Prices 
of most fresh vegetables should be 
lower than in 1951 and supplies of 
canned and frozen vegetables will 
be adequate. 


"The most significant factor 


bearing on the economic outlook 
for the food and grocery industry 
is the downtrend of earnings," ac- 
cording to Paul S. Willis, president 
of 
Grocery 
Manufacturers of 


America. Its hundreds of member 
companies include most of the 
major U.S. food manufacturers.
